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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1 1-20 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1 1-20 were drawn to a non-elected invention. Since product claims 1-10 and 21-25 are 
considered allowable, the claims to the non-elected invention have been cancelled (see M.P.E.P. 
821.02). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does 
not teach a plastic container, which is capable of resisting permanent deformation when used in a hot 
fill or retort process, having a lower frustum with a larger volume than the upper frustum and an upper 
rim defining an opening as large as the widest diameter of the container. 

The prior art containers of Nosella (U.S. D438,l 16), Rhodes (U.S. D379,589), Fullerton et al. 
(U.S. D16,389) and Bezek et al. (U.S. D447,418 S) are similar to the claimed invention because they 
show a container with a lower frustum having a larger volume than the upper frustum, however, none 
of these reference teach an opening which is as large as the widest diameter of the container. These 
references are also silent as to the deformation resistance and, in some cases, the material of the 
container.
